In fact, PoW« 
ell county is the only cuintyin 
the state that has, or has had an 
Airent and not made any allow- 
ance. Through tin- men. who 
represent the county from each 
M Ig. District, this is done. The 
Extension Dipt, of Agriculture 
looked up the assessment of Pow- 
ell county and found it not list- 
ed amoiiir the wealthier counties, 
they only asked one half the 

amount as previously asked 
(|t50) but the majority of the 
members of the Pineal Court vot- 
ed down this proposition, thus 
the work has stopped in the 
county until the Fiscal Court 

makes an appropriation.
